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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to tine Amendment filed 18 December 
2008. Claims 1-22, 25, 69 and 71-89 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22, 25, 69, and 71-89 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1-22 
and 25, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of enhancing 
the effects of radiation in an animal or a method of ablating a tissue or a population of 
cells in an animal as disclosed by Applicant in claims 1 and 2, wherein the metal 
nanoparticles are administered in an amount to achieve a concentration in the animal of 
at least about 0.1 % metal by weight. While the prior art teaches a concentration of the 
metal elements in the nanoparticles, the prior art does not disclose a percentage of 
metal in the target tissue. 

Regarding claims 69 and 71-87, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest a method of enhancing the effects of radiation in an animal as disclosed by 
Applicant, wherein the metal nanoparticles are administered in an amount to achieve a 
concentration of metal in the tissue of the animal of at least about 0.1 % by weight. 

Regarding claim 88, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method of enhancing the effects of radiation in an animal as disclosed by Applicant, 
comprising administering an amount of metal nanoparticles to said animal and 
subsequently irradiating the animal with radiation wherein said nanoparticles comprise a 
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surface layer material comprising thioglucose. Regarding claim 89, the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of enhancing the effects of radiation in 
an animal as disclosed by Applicant, comprising administering an amount of metal 
nanoparticles to said animal and subsequently irradiating the animal with radiation 
wherein said nanoparticles are polyanions of metals complexed with quaternary 
ammonium salts. 

Terminal Disclaimer
